The District of Columbia Collegiate 
Press Conference, an association of 
local and nearby college publical ions, 
was organized Saturday, May 11, l>y 
tbe representativea of 16 journals 
meeting In an all-day round-table con- 
.fercnce held under the auspices of 
George Washington University at the 
invitation, of The University Hatchet. 

Kepresentativc. Unuls A^ Ludlow of 
I Indiana, former president of the Xa- 
itlonal Press Club, and Richard V. 

' Qiilahan,. Washington correspondent 
I of llie New YoTk Times, addressed tlio 
conference at its morning sesslfm. 

, Herbert E. Angel. Clmlrnian of Tiie 
Hatchet editorial’ board, presided. 

The newly formed conference will 
have for Its purpose the general Im- 
pro\;oment of the tmlo of the as- 
Roclated puhlications. and will seek to 
bring about an exchange of news mat- 
ter., Further plans will be coiftpletefl 
at tbe next meeting of the conference 
In late October or November. 

CIiAiriiuin Chosen 

Joseph Briinini, editor of George- 
town University’s newspaper. The 
ffoi/a. was chosen temporary chalr- 
^man of the conference when his school 
was determined by lots as the scene 
of the next seslon. Mr. Bruninl will 
serve' as chairman until a constitution 
can be written and permanent of- 
fleers elected. 

' Although a deflnlte constitution was 
not drawn up, it was agreed that votes 
. .in the conference shall be cast In the 
names of the institutions themselves. 

Departure from standardization 
through syndication .of newspapers 
was advocated and the abandonment 
of commercializing as the sole motive 
of publishing was urged by Louis Lud- 
low In his address. The coming of 
material prosperity to the press has 
been accompanied by the passing of 
the personal equation from the edi- 
torial page, and In place of famous 
editors we now have greaf publishers, 
Mr. Ludlow declared. 

Responsibility DescrllxHl 

Mr. Oiilahan told the student edi- 
: tors that the best way to start In 
journalism is at the bottom, keeping 
in mind that no matter how lowly the 
work may be, a great responsibility 
attaches to it. "The man or woman 
who writes for the press, no matter if 
h(iB work is only routine is certain to 
affect the thought and history of the 
' I time,’’ Mr. Oulahan stated.
